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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to Applicant's Election submitted May 9, 2005. Group I 
has been elected consisting of claims 6-34 and 48. Claims 6-34 and 48 are presented 
for examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 6-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Anuff et 
al. (hereinafter "Anuff, US Patent 6,327,628 B1 ). 

As per claim 6, Anuff discloses a customizable application system comprising: 
• An application execution system configured to support an internet application, the 
internet application including metadata configured for use in generating an 
application user interface (column 3, lines 15-25, column 4, lines 46-60), 
the application execution system including, 

a) A user interface generator configured to generate the application user 
interface (column 3, lines 40-55, column 4, lines 6-11), 

b) A web application server configured to deliver the application user 
interface to a client (column 3, lines 1-12); 
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• An application development system configured to generate the metadata, the 
metadata being further configured to characterize a user customizable find 
command included in the application user interface (column 5, lines 40-50, column 
6, lines 34-45); 

• A configuration system including a configuration engine and a configuration 
interface, the configuration interface configured to modify configuration data further 
characterizing the user customizable find command (column 8, lines 15-20, 25-45); 

• A data repository including a data record for storing the configuration data, the data 
record being accessible using the metadata (column 11, lines 15-30). 

As per claim 7, Anuff discloses the customizable application system of claim 6, 
wherein the user customizable find command is user configurable to search data 
displayed in the application user interface (column 5, lines 12-24). 

As per claim 8, Anuff discloses the customizable application system of claim 6, 
wherein the user customizable find command is user configurable to search all rows 
associated with a result, a subset of all rows being displayed in the application user 
interface (column 13, lines 22-31). 

As per claim 9, Anuff discloses the customizable application system of claim 6, 
wherein the user customizable find command is alternatively configurable to search only 
data displayed in the application user interface or to search all rows associated with a 
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result, a subset of all rows being displayed in the application user interface (column 9, 
lines 3-16). 

As per claim 10, Anuff discloses the customizable application system of claim 9, 
wherein the result is a result of a query (column 5, lines 34-46). 

As per claim 1 1 , Anuff discloses the customizable application system of claim 9, 
wherein the result is a result of a find command (column 8, lines 23-31). 

As per claim 12, Anuff discloses the customizable application system of claim 6, 
wherein the application user interface is configured for display at the client using 
standard web browser protocols (column 4, lines 16-25). 

As per claim 13, Anuff discloses the customizable application system of claim 6, 
wherein the user customizable find command is configurable to search a subset of all 
rows associated with a result, the search being responsive to the identity of a user 
(column 11, lines 33-41). 

As per claim 14, Anuff discloses the customizable application system of claim 6, 
wherein a customizable state of the user customizable find command persists from one 
use of the application user interface to another use of the application user interface 
(column 7, lines 11-20). 
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3. Claims 15-34, 48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Regnier et al. (hereinafter "Reg", US Patent No. 6,134,549). 

As per claim 15, Reg disclose a customizable application system comprising: 

• An application execution system configured to support an internet application, the 
intermit application including metadata configured for generating a plurality of 
application user interfaces each having a user customizable find command (column 
5, lines 25-40), 

the application execution system having, 

a) A user interface generator configured to generate at least one of the 
plurality of application user interface (column 6, lines 40-55), and 

b) A web application server configured to deliver least one of the plurality 
of application user interfaces to a client (column 4, lines 15-25), 

• The user customizable find command being alternatively configurable to search all 
of a result or to search only a subset of the result, the subset of the result being 
displayed in at least one of the application user interfaces (column 6, lines 40-55); 

• A personalization system including a personalization engine and a user profile 
interface, the personalization system configured to modify personalization data 
characterizing the user customizable find command such that the user customizable 
find command is modified in more than one of the plurality of application user 
interfaces (column 7, lines 49-57, column 8, lines 15-27); 
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• A data repository including a data record for storing the personalization data, the 
data record being accessible using the metadata (column 11, lines 10-23). 

As per claim 16, Reg discloses the customizable application system of claim 15, 
wherein the result is a result of a query (column 5, lines 13-19). 

As per claim 17, Reg discloses the customizable application system of claim 15, 
wherein the result is a result of a find command (column 6, lines 37-47). 

As per claim 18, Reg discloses the customizable application system of claim 15, 
wherein at least one of the plurality of application user interfaces is configured for 
display at the client using standard web browser protocols (column 4, lines 30-36). 

As per claim 19, Reg discloses the customizable application system of claim 15, 
wherein the user customizable find command is responsive to the identity of a user 
(column 7, lines 33-45). 

As per claim 20, Reg discloses the customizable application system of claim 15, 
wherein a customizable state of the user customizable find command persists from one 
use of the application user interface to another use of the application user interface 
(column 9, lines 22-36). 
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As per claim 21, Reg discloses a customizable application system comprising: 

• An application execution system configured to support an internet application 
(column 5, lines 7-17); 

• An application user interface including a user interface element, the application user 
interface being configured as an interface between the internet application and a 
client and being configured for delivery to the client over a computer network, the 
user interface element including a find command user customizable with respect 

to a scope of data search (column 6, lines 26-31 ); 

• Metadata characterizing the find command (column 10, lines 50-60); 

• A data repository including a data record further characterizing the find command, 
the data record being user modifiable and being accessible using the metadata 
(column 11, lines 12-23). 

As per claim 22, Reg discloses the customizable application system of claim 21 , 
wherein the data searched is a result of a query or is a result of a find command 
(column 5, lines 13-19). 

As per claim 23, Reg discloses the customizable application system of claim 21 , 
wherein the find command is alternatively customizable to search data displayed in the 
application user interface or to search all rows associated with a result, a subset of all 
rows being displayed in the application user interface (column 9, lines 15-25). 
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As per claim 24, Reg discloses the customizable application system of claim 21 , 
wherein the application user interface is configured for display at the client using 
standard web browser protocols (column 4, lines 22-28). 

As per claim 25, Reg discloses the customizable application system of claim 21 , 
further including a personalization system configured to modify the data record (column 
11, lines 11-20). 

As per claim 26, Reg discloses the customizable application system of claim 21 , 
wherein the application user interface is configured for display at the client using 
features of a web browser, the features not requiring a browser add-on, plug-in, or 
extension (column 10, lines 5-15). 

As per claim 27, Reg discloses the customizable application system of claim 21, 
wherein the find command is configurable according to an identity of the client or to an 
identity of a user, (column 7, lines 25-35) 

As per claim 28, Reg discloses the customizable application system of claim 21, 
further including means for generating the application user interface using the metadata 
(column 10, lines 50-60). 
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As per claim 29, Reg discloses the customizable application system of claim 21 , 
further including an application server configured to support the internet application 
(column 4, lines 12-23). 

As per claim 30, Reg discloses the customizable application system of claim 21, 
further including an other application user interface having the find command, wherein 
the data record is configured to characterize the find command in both the application 
user interface and the other application user interface (column 6, lines 43-56). 

As per claim 31 , Reg discloses the customizable application system of claim 21 , 
wherein a customizable state of the find command persists from one use of the 
application user interface to another use of the application user interface (column 5, 
lines 34-47). 

As per claim 32, Reg discloses the customizable application system of claim 21 , 
wherein the client is a wireless system (column 4, lines 30-36). 

As per claim 33, Reg discloses a computer readable medium including an internet 
application, the internet application comprising: 

• Metadata defining an application user interface, the application user interface 
including a user interface element with a user customizable find command, the 
application user interface configured for delivery to a client and configured to operate 
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as an interface between a user and the internet application, the user customizable 
find command being customizable with respect to a scope of a search (column 6, 
lines 20-40); 

• A user interface generator configured to generate the application user interface 
using a user modifiable data record stored in a location physically remote from the 
client (column 5, lines 12-22), 

the user modifiable data record configurable to characterize the user customizable 
find command (column 6, lines 34-41); 

• A configuration system configured for a user to modify the user modifiable data 
record (column 11, lines 2-15). 

As per claim 34, Reg discloses a computer readable medium including an internet 
application, the internet application comprising: 

• An application designer configured to develop an application user interface, the 
application user interface including a user interface element with a user 
customizable find command, the application user interface configured for delivery 
to a client and configured to operate as an interface between a user and the 
internet application, the user customizable find command being customizable with 
respect to a SCOPC Of a Search (column 6, lines 20-40); 

• A user interface generator configured to generate the application user interface 
using a user modifiable data record stored in a location physically remote from the 
client, 
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the user modifiable data record configurable to characterize the user customizable 
find command (column 6, lines 23-40); 

• A configuration system configured for a user to modify the user modifiable data 
record (column 11, lines 2-15). 

As per claim 48, Reg discloses an application execution system comprising: 

• Means for supporting an internet application (column 4, lines 27-36); 

• Means for generating an application user interface using a user modifiable data 
record configured to store data characterizing a user customizable find command, 
the user customizable find command being customizable with respect to the scope 
of a search (column 6, lines 23-40); 

• Means for providing the application user interface to a user, the application user 
interface including a user interface element, the application user interface configured 
as an interface between the internet application and the user, the user interface 
element including the user customizable find command, the user interface element 
configured for delivery to a client over a computer network (column 5, lines 43-57, 
column 6, lines 32-46).
